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Town Budget Drafters 
Expect Lower Increase

Next year’s budget figures are not 
etched in stone. But one thing’s for 
sure: the town will not be faced with 
a 14 percent increase like last year. 

The first budget model put out in 
December estimates that Andover 
will experience an increase in the 
range of 3.5 to 5.6 percent. These 
numbers, cautions Finance Commit- 
tee Chairman Joanne Marden, are 
preliminary and will probably be 
different in January’s revised bud- 
get model. 

“We won’t see it any worse than 
3.5 percent,’’ said Anthony Torrisi, 
finance and budget director. Torrisi 
said the increase would probably be 
in the 5.6 range. 

The Finance and School commit- 
tees, Board of Selectmen, superin; 
tendent of schools and town 
manager met in mid-December to 
review the budget model. The pur- 
pose of the joint meeting—the first 
of three—was to reach an agreement 
on the allocation of money between 
the town and schools, said Marden. 


“We should be able to work to- 
gether to come up with a plan that’s 
best for the town,” she said. The 
above parties will meet again Jan. 
17, at which time an updated budget 
model will be available. 

The model lays out town expendi- 
tures and revenues to determine 
available funding in the upcoming 
year and is used for preparing oper- 
ating budgets for salaries and ex- 
penses, said Torrisi. 

Property taxes, including new 
growth, make up the majority of 
Andover’s revenues; it was respon- 
sible for 66 percent of last year’s to- 
tal revenues. 

Since property valuation wasn’t 
complete when the tax bills went out 
last October, those numbers are esti- 
mates in the December model, said 
Marden. 

Real figures should be available 
for the second draft budget model 
being prepared for the Jan. 17 meet- 
ing. 

The bottom line figures continual- 
ly change until town meeting, said

Torrisi. But “the magnitude of 
changes gets smaller and smaller as 
time goes on,’’ he added. 

The numbers have to be some- 
what firmed up by Jan. 20, when the 
town manager’s report—which al- 
lots money to the various town de- 
partments—is complete, Torrisi 
said. 

State aid is another source of rev- 
enues. ‘“Towns were advised in the 
fall not to expect increases,” Mar- 
den said. 

Seeming hopeful, Marden said she 
didn’t think state aid to Andover 
would be cut. The state’s financial 
woes won’t affect Andover as much 
as other communities, she said, be- 
cause the town doesn’t receive as 
much aid to begin with. 

Local revenues like motor vehicle 
excise tax and licenses add to the 
town’s income. Also included are 
revenues from increases in water 
and sewer rates. 

The December estimate of town 
revenue came to $54,648,400, a figure 
5 percent higher than last year. ‘I 
would expect this number to 
change,’’ Marden said. 

Some expenditures include fixed 
costs, such as debt services and in- 
surance, and joint expenses, like 
maintenance and personnel, which 
are shared operations of the town 
and school department. 

The December estimate of ex- 
penses totalled $19,588,580. This 
leaves a balance of $35,059,820 avail- 
able to operate the town and school 
departments, a 3.5 percent increase 
over last year’s Hania 

Assumptions in the model brought 
a hopeful 5.6 percent increase over 
the budget in fiscal year ’89.

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Recycling, A Growth Industry 


At last it’s happened! Recycling was 
officially pronounced a “growth indus- 
try” at the October 1988 National Recy- 
cling Coalition Conference in St. Paul, 
Minn. It is going to be on the frontpage of 
our newspapers, the business sections of 
our magazines and, maybe, it will even 
make the women’s pages. So, we must 
learn the lingo. Here is your basic recy- 
cling vocabulary: 

Benefication General term for the va- 
rious technologies used to process recy- 
clable materials into marketable 
commodites. Metal shredding, paper 
compacting and baling, glass crushing 
and densification of aluminum cans and 
other materials are typical benefication 
processes. 

Cullet Industry term for very finely 
crushed, furnace-ready glass. Glass can 
be recycled indefinitely for the manufac- 
ture of containers, 

Densification Any process that com- 
pacts a recyclable commodity and makes 
it denser so that transportation and hand- 
ling are more cost-effective. 

Flint Industry term for clear glass. 

Front-end Processing Mechanical sepa- 
ration of mixed solid waste after it has 
been collected as garbage. Magnets may 
be used to lift out ferrous material and 
rotating drums blow off lighter materials. 
This returns less material to the man- 
ufacturing process than source separa- 
tion. 

Glasphalt Road surfacing material con- 
sisting of asphalt and crushed glass. 

Intermediate Processing Center Facili- 
ty where recyclables are separated and 
then processed into the form required by 
end-user manufacturers, such as cullet, 
plastic granules or blocks, baled paper 
and densified aluminum cans. These fa- 
cilities are also sometimes called MRFs 
or MURFS. 

Muncipal Solid Waste Garbage. 

Plastic Alphabet Soup Identification 
and separation of postconsumer plastics

transparant, flexible resin used for car- 
bonated soft drink bottles; PP, polypro- 
plylene, heat resistant resin used for such 
foods as syrup; PVC, polyvinyl chloride, 
transparent oxygen-impermeable resin 
used to package edible oils, liquor, etc; 
PS, polystyrene, the infamous styrofoam; 
RDF, refuse derived fuel made from light 
weight garbage particles which can be 
densified into pellets. Can be mixed with 
coal in many types of furnaces or can be 
burned in specially designated boilers. 

Resource Recovery A euphemism, held 
in contempt by many recycling advo- 
cates, for burning sometimes separated 
but generally unseparated garbage to 
produce energy. 

Secondary Materials Materials that 
have been used before that are used in the 
manufacturing process as opposed to vir- 
gin or raw materials. Forty percent of the 
tonnage exported from the port of New 
York is secondary material. 

Source Separation The battle cry of re- 


cyclers. Separation of recyclable materials from the waste 
stream before garbage is set out for collection or taken to a 
landfill. 

Now you can understand what the newspapers are talking 
about, dominate cocktail party conversation, discuss the issues 
with elected officials and plan investment strategy with your 
stockbroker.

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Computers Speak English Too

school system’s 
computer education 
director, who will 
be describing the 
second phase of 
Andover’s computer 
education plan. 

There used to be 
a time in the not- 


too-distant past 

when computers in schools were only 
used by the math department to teach 
computer programming. In fact, school 
systems took pride in the number of pro- 
gramming courses offered. BASIC, Pas- 
cal, C, Ada, Logo, COBOL and Fortran 
were the only tongues computers knew. 
Most computer/mathematics depart- 
ments didn’t even want the computers to 
speak English. 

About 10 years ago, as a programming 
instructor, I asked my department head 
to let me use our Digital PDP 11/44 sys- 
tem for word processing with my stu- 
dents. I wanted them to write down in 


English what steps they would use to 
solve a problem so they would have a bet- 
ter idea how to write computer code. 

“Have you gone mad?’ he scoffed. 
“Computers are only good for computing 
mathematical problems quickly. Don’t 
you know how many nanoseconds it will 
take to process English on the computer? 
Our whole system will be slowed down 
intolerably. Don’t ever ask me to do that 
again.” 

Unfortunately, this is a true story, but 
times have certainly changed. 

Today the computer can not only be 
used for programming, but more com- 
monly it is used as a writing tool for word 
processing. English departments have 
paved the way for other subject fields to 
see the computer as a tool to edit and re- 
vise writing. This skill will always be 
needed in any school of the future. 

The Macintosh computer has the capa- 
bility of displaying on the screen and 
downloading to the printer the necessary 
accent marks used in French, Spanish, 
German and Latin. Andover schools’

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Student Voice 
Nancy Sununu Reflects On Life In N.H. 


By Lisa Weiner 


I had the pleasure of interviewing Nancy Sununu, 
whose husband, John, just left his New Hampshire 
governorship to put on a new mantle as White House 
chief of staff. 

Mrs. Sununu had many things to say about her 
family life, on being the wife of a governor and some 
important issues regarding herself as well as others. 
She spoke rather openly about many subjects, but she 
made it apparent her main focus is her family life. 

She was born in South Dartmouth to school teacher 
parents. She grew up in Brockton and on Cape Cod 
where her parents had a summer business. She met 
her husband while he was attending the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology and she was attending 
Boston University. Before they graduated, they were 
married, had two children and Mr. Sununu had 
started what became a very successful engineering 
business with a friend. 

He left the company to get his doctorate at MIT. In 
1965, after graduating, Mr. Sununu started working 
as a consulting engineer in Massachusetts and be- 
came a professor at Tufts University where he taught 
for 15 years. In 1969, Mrs. Sununu said, the family 
moved to New Hampshire because of tax benefits and 
because her husband felt it was a perfect place to 
raise his family. He worked at the same engineering 
business until he became governor. 

Today the Sununu family has grown to eight chil- 
dren, four of whom have graduated from college— 
one from MIT, one from the University of Vermont 
and two from Tufts. Their other four children are still 
in school, one at Stanford, on2 at MIT and the other 
two in elementary school. 

Mrs. Sununu’s number one priority, she says, is 
her children and making their lives as staole as possi- 
ble. She feels one important decision she aiid her hus- 
band made was in not moving to the yovernor’s 
residence and allowing their children to stay in the 
public schools where they are identified not as the 
“‘governor’s children’’ but as the ‘“‘Sununu kids.’’ This 
stability has resulted in their children coping with the 
packed schedules and publicity, she said. 

However, Mrs. Sununu said family stability also 
came from her husband’s positive attitude toward his 
job, which he often expressed to his family. Their 
family life is affected because of the lack of privacy 
from the media. However, Mrs. Sununu, as well as 
her family, see it as ‘‘part of the job.” 

Mrs. Sununu’s least favorite part of being the wife 
of a governor is the lack of time she has to do some of 
the things she loves to do. For example, from 1975 to 
1981 she served on the New Hamsphire school board, 
and from 1979 to 1980 was a Republican state chair- 
woman. She has been a member of the New Hamp- 
shire Federation of Republican Women for many 
years. 

Mrs. Sununu said she has put off many things she 
enjoys, like being on the school board, volunteering in 
classrooms or sewing, another favorite of hers. How-

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ever, she said the governorship is such a short period 
of time, so she and her family will have to make the 
best of it, even if it means giving up some of her free 
time. She says there are many positives to the job, 
such as meeting many different kinds of people from 
all over the country, dining at the White House or 
meeting the president or vice president. Most impor- 
tantly, she feels that exposing her children to these 
unique opportunities is the best part of all. She is 
especially fond of the other governors and their fami- 
lies whom she says ‘‘are the nicest group of people I 
will ever meet, and everyone gets along whether they 
are a Democrat or Republican.” 

Mrs. Sununu also spoke out on some major issues, 
like drug abuse, which she called an overwhelming 
problem. She says the ba key in breaking down the 
problem is to strengthen the family unit and return to 
traditions and values. She says she tries to do what- 
ever she can, attending meetings and supporting the 
anti-drug cause. One such campaign is the First La- 
dy’s. She says Nancy Reagan is a positive role model 
who has generated a huge awareness concerning the 
drug problem in the communities and school sys- 
tems. Mrs. Sununu feels this is an important step 
towards the light at the end of the tunnel. 

Another issue she spoke about was how young peo- 
ple should be more aware of politics. She feels teens 
who are able to vote, as well as everyone else, should 
be aware of each of the candidates and what positions 
they take on certain issues so when they go to the 
polls they are able to make a responsible selection. 

The last issue she spoke about was how she felt 
about her husband leaving his governorship. She says 
that she can speak for the family in saying that it is 
cap to leave, because the governor really enjoyed his 
job. 

But, she said, ‘‘My husband is a believer that if you 
spend time in the public sector to contribute your 
ideas and make changes, after a while those ideas 
become stale. And he feels that this is the right time 
to step down to make way for new ideas.”’

Andover Drivers Make Slow 
Adjustment To New Stop Signs 


Andover drivers are going to have 
to get used to the new four-way stop 
signs near Town Hall. 

Lt. Phillip Froburg says police 
stopped about 100 violators last 
weekend at Bartlet and Chestnut 
streets. Most of them were issued 
verbal or written warnings. ‘“‘Unless 
it’s a very serious type thing, we’re 
just trying to make people aware (of 
the new signs),’’ Froburg said. 

The first few days after the new 
signs were set up Jan. 5 at 1 p.m. 
were “‘horrendous,”’ Froburg said. 

The town put up ‘“‘stop sign ahead’”’ 
and ‘‘dangerous intersection” signs 
on Chestnut to give drivers advance 
warning, Bartlet Street has had sto 
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signs for a long time; the stop signs 
on Chestnut were added in an effort 
to prevent accidents. Police Chief 
James Johnson said there were 22 
accidents at the corner within a 10- 
month period last year. 

In addition to the new stop signs, 
five parking spaces were eliminated 
to make it easier for drivers to see 
ahead. 


Froburg says police patrol the cor- 
ner periodically but not as much as 
they did last week. But some drivers 
are still going through the signs. 
“People say, ‘I’ve been driving this 
way for 40 years, and I just didn’t

It will be a short, relatively non- 
controversial agenda facing town 
meeting voters this spring as the 
Jan. 9 deadline for submission of 
warrant articles passed Monday. 

Only 81 articles are currently in 
the hands of Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, who anticipates dropping 
up to five Town Hall-generated sub- 
missions. About 38 others are of the 
rubberstamp variety, such as street 
acceptances, several of which also 
never make it to town meeting. 


Simple subtraction promises a se- 
ries of early evenings for towns- 
people or possibly one less session 
than last year’s three-day event. The 
selectmen are expected to pick the 
early April dates for this year’s town 
meeting within the month. 

Mahony speculated that the lack 
of controversy might affect atten- 
dance. Other than approval of the 
budget, ‘‘I don’t think there is a spe- 
cial (warrant article), he said. 


Although nobody has yet turned in 
nomination papers, the race for sev- 
eral key elected positions is shaping 
up to be almost as competitive as 
last year’s heavily-contested town 
elections. 

With a month remaining before 
the Feb. 13 filing deadline, several 
citizens have taken out papers and 
declared their intention to run for 
office in the March 27 elections. 

At least 97 signatures are needed 
to qualify for the ballot, said Town 
Clerk Elden R. Salter. A potential 
candidate can pick up filing papers 
at the clerk’s office anytime before 
the filing deadline. 

Four candidates are expected to 
compete for two chairs on the Board 
of Selectmen. Two are incumbents 
Gerald Silverman and Charles Wes- 
son. Silverman has served the board 
for eight years, Wesson for five. 

Although they are competing in a 
town where incumbents are consis- 
tently re-elected, the two challeng- 
ers come with their own local 
credentials. 

George Danneman, who missed 
winning a seat on the Board of Se- 
lectmen by 43 votes last year, is a 
past member of the Andover Hous- 
ing Partnership Committee. Al- 
though Danneman was ousted from 
the group by Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony for allegedly holding 
conflicting philosophies on afforda-

Recycling Beneficial 


A few weeks ago, selectmen put off a decision 
on whether or not to enforce the rule which dic- 
tates residents can only place six large trash 
bags out for collection. 

The decision was requested by the town’s vol- 
unteer recycling committee which oversees the 
pickup of paper and the disposal of glass and 
plastic in a container at the town parking lot once 
a month. 

The recyling group had requested enforcement 
of the trash bag limit in order to get residents 
into the recycling effort as a means to not only 
preserve the environment, but to reduce munici- 
pal costs for disposal of trash. 

Selectmen, however, failed to take any action, 
putting off a decision until sometime in the fu- 
ture. The theory was probably based on the fact 
that they hadn’t thought of the beneficial conse- 
quences themselves, so why allow others credit. 

But, the town remains the loser in this situa- 
tion. 

Recycling of paper, glass and plastic results in 
revenue for the town. Not only is such service 
revenue producing, but saves town expenses by 
keeping trash from the incinerator plant in North 
Andover where tipping fees are regulated by 
weight. 

There was a fear expressed by some officials at 


the meeting that residents may leave items on 
the street if not picked up on a scheduled day. 

Somehow or other, people get used to a system, 
even if it takes a little time, and it is to be as- 
sumed that like such things as all-night parking 
bans, new stop signs and other ordinances, be- 
come second nature after a while. 

The recycling committee has some dedicated 
members who give their time to insure the pro- 
gram works well. 

Even their suggestion that efforts be made to 
pick up Christmas trees separately apparently 
fell on deaf ears, as the seasonal ornaments 
adorn sidewalks along with the regular trash 
pickup. 


Many nearby communities pick up the dis- 
carded trees with a chipping machine, saving the 
material for springtime use. 

Frankly, a community so intent on setting fees 
for a myriad of municipal services might do well 
to listen to a volunteer committee which has 
saved the community thousands of dollars over 
the years and respond to their requests. 

It is a service being offered by the town which 
obviously could be more financially beneficial if 
administrators would get into the modern mode 
of recycling.

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The fate of a day care facility lo- 
cated at City North, the former Shet- 
land property, is still up in the air. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, the 
Planning Board reviewed a site plan 
for the construction of Bright Hori- 
zons Daycare Center, the proposed 
facility to be built at City North. But 
board members did not make a deci- 
sion regarding its fate. Instead, they 
asked for more information, espe- 
cially in regard to traffic flow. 

The board intends to visit the site 
before making a final decision and 
recommendation to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, said Chairman 
Russ Moran. 

The ZBA must approve a special 
permit to build the facility within 300 
feet of residential land and that deci- 
sion is still pending.

boring property. 

As for an alternate location, Co- 
hen said there was none from a plan- 
ning stand point. The day care 
center is positioned in the ‘‘best 
area,”’ he said. 

The only possibility would be 
moving it across a private way. This 
is still close to the abutting resi- 
dential property, said Cohen, and 
it’s more visually obtrusive than the 
proposed location. 

While abutting homeowners who 
attended the meeting say construc- 
tion at City North is an im- 
provement, they did express 
concern about the increased traffic 
flow and the proximity of the build- 
ing to their land. 

Cartwright Castaldi of York 
Street suggested building the facility 
at an alternate location in City 
North. 

As planned, Bright Horizons Day- 
care would be built to the rear of 
York Street, near the bridge to Ke- 
nilworth Street. Two roads would al- 
low access to the center, making it 
convenient for parents to drop off 
and pick up their children, Cohen 
said. 

The building would not be obtru- 
sive to abutting homeowners, said 
Cohen. All but one of the lots on 
abutting land is elevated above the 
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site of the center, and bushes and 
trees would serve as visual screens 
to the neighboring property, he said. 

The one-story building would 
house 100 children. While the majori- 
ty would probably be children of em- 
ployees who work at the City North 
complex, it is possible that a certain 


. number of slots could be slated for 


community children.

Meals On Wheels 
Needs Driver 


For over six months, an expanded 
seven-day Meals on Wheels program 
has been stalled because the town 
can’t find a driver to bring food to 
the elderly, town officials said. 

Although the program was funded 
effective last July, for lack of a driv- 
er—who would be paid $7.50 per hour 
for six hours—senior shut-ins are 
barely closer to weekend service 
than when the idea was conceived 
more than 18 months ago. 

“J would think it would be a per- 
fect job for a college student,” said 
Dorothy Winn, town coordinator of 
Elder Affairs. But at $7.50 per hour, 
“T guess they can get themselves a 
job at MacDonald’s.”” 

The Meals on Wheels program 1s 
aimed at feeding disabled seniors 
who are unable to shop, and in some 
cases, cook for themselves. A doc- 
tor’s note is required to qualify. 

Finding a vendor to cook on the 
weekends had been a hinderance, 
but the Academy Manor Nursing 
Home recently indicated they could 
provide meals seven days a week, 

said Winn. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, 
a longtime supporter, praised the 
new schedule as a ‘“‘very important 
innovation in that state and federal 
people seem convinced that seniors 
only eat Monday through Friday.”
